Quaint Annual I estival 
in Shakespeare*s Town 


in the spring or summer of 


Coming almost c»»incidentally 
with 
Thanksgiving day in Canada, is cele­ 
brated at the historic town of Strat- 
ford-on- Avon, 
immortalized 
by 
Wil- 
Uani Shakespeare, w hat is called the 
annual “Mop” day, the Montreal Fami­ 
ly Herald tells us. 
Its name was de- 
rh e d from the oldtime custom of men 
with un»ps Journeying 
through 
the 
streets; hut although tins bus now 
died out, the fair has never lost its 
quaint name. 
Pigs and other animals 
are roasted whole in the street!, in ^ 
small, wulled-in spaces. 
At tin* larg­ 
est Mop, which was Just before the 
outbreak of the w ar with Germany, 
there 
were 
56 
pigs 
an»l 
16 
other 
beasts roasted. 
The meat is sold at 
adjacent tables or to th»* citizens who 
1 semi their servants to fetch it. 
1 art 
of the custom is to eat Banbury cakes 
on Mop day. 
Originally a hiring fair, 
both for farm hands and for maidserv­ 
ants, a fortnight lat»*r it is followed 
by tin* “ Bunaway Mop." 
This was iQr 
stltuted for those \vh«>, having f«juud 
their 
situations 
unsatisfactory, had 
run 
away. 
Servants 
hired 
at 
th e 
“Little Mop” were forced to keep t Heir 
places 
until 
the 
“Big 
Mop 
came 
around again. 
For the “Big Mop 
there are countless caravans and side­ 
shows, 
switchbacks,

are only a small number, as few as 
five pigs and two beasts sometimes 
sufficing for tlie roast.

Thousands of year» ago the Egyp­ 
tians used the sap for embalming the 
bodies of their kingly dead. Today the 
oil palm not only represents the moat 
Important agricultural industry of the 
colony—It has long since surpassed 
rubber as the premier product—but It 
has an almost bewildering variety of 
uses. It la food and drink and shelter. 
From the trunk the native extracts 
his wine; from the fruit comes oil for 
soap, for salad dressing and for maY- 
gnrlne; with the leaves the native 
makes a roof for his house; with the 
fiber he makes ills mats, his baskets 
and his strings for fishing nets. 
The 
wood Itself he uses In building. 
An oil palm will hear fruit within 
seven years after the young tree Is 
planted. 
The fruit comes In what is 
called a regime, which resembles a 
huge bunch of grujH's; each fruit In 
the cluster Is approximately the size 
of a large date. 
The outer part, which 
Is called the pericarp, is almost en­ 
tirely yellow oil Incased In a thick 
skin. 
Imbedded In the oil Is the ker­ 
nel. which contains a finer oil. The 
fruit is boiled down, and the kernels 
are dried and exported in bags to 
England, where they are broken open 
and the oil In them used for making 
margarine. 
For hundreds of years the natives 
have gathered the fruit of the palm 
and have extracted the oil. 
The waste

was enormous; the blacks 
threw away the kernels because they 
were unaware of the valuable sub­ 
stance Inside,—Youth’s Companion.

Isinglass Production 
Isinglass is tlte commercial name for 
dried swimming bladders of several 
varieties of fish. 
The amount of gela­ 
tin in isinglass is from >Si’* to 03 per 
cent and even more. 
It is prepared by 
tearing the air bladder or sound from 
the back of the fish, from which it has 
been 
loosened 
by 
striking 
several 
blows with a wooden club, then wash­ 
ing in cold water. 
The black outer 
skin is removed with a knife, again 
washed and spread on a hoard to dry 
in the open air, with the white shiny 
skin 
turned 
outward. 
To 
prevent 
shriveling or shrinking, the bladders 
must be fastened to a drying board. 
The best quality of isindass comes 
from sounds that are dried in the sun. 
After 
drying, 
the 
sound 
is 
again 
rne*'tened with warm water and the 
Interior shiny skin Is removed by ham­ 
mering or rubbing. Finally, it is roiled 
between two polished iron rollers.
